Arab and Asian-African group— 
Afghanistan, Ceylon, Egypt, If- 
dia, Indonesia, Nepal, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria and Yemen.

ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev., 
Sept. 14 (AP)—An entire min- 
ing town has been ordered 


Commission in a move to speed 
up the much-delayed summer | 
nuclear tests. The AEC said 
last night that it had moved 
the 60 men, women and chil- 
dren from Lincoln Mine—about 
45 miles northeast of the test 
site—to other locations. 

On more than 20 occasions 
this summer atomic tests have 
been delayed because scientists 
feared that radioactive fallout 
might hit the little town. 

This is the first time the AEC 
has moved out the residents of 
an entire town. Earlier, a road 
construction. camp about 10 
miles from the mine was or- 
dered moved to expedite the 
tests, the AEC said. ) 

Details of who is paying for 
the mass relocation were not 
disclosed. ‘ 

The residents aré expected to 
return to their ho after the 
tests are completed.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 14 
(AP)—A man brought in by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
said that he and segregationist 
John Kasper hid some dynamite 
three days before an explosion 
damaged a newly integrated 
grammar school, Polite Chief 
Douglas Hosse said today. 

Hosse said Charles Reed, 
brought to him by the FBI, said 
Kasper took some dynamite to 
Reed’s home last Saturday, The 
two left with it, Hosse said 
Reed told him, and hid it in a 
vacant house, from which it 
later disappeared. 

Reed, who was not arrested, 
said he did not know what be- 
came of it. Reed, 35. years old, 
was identified by police as a 
segregationist who had been 
associated with Kasper, and 
who visited grounds of integrat- 
ed schools here Monday in an 
automobile bearing the letters 
K.K.K.

Analysis figures give a boost to the 
safety of modern highways.
